So  were  you 
taught  the  things  that  the  boss  wants  you 
to  know;  you  wer£  taught  to  be  loyal  to 
your  God,  King  and  Country;  to  your  em¬ 
ployer.  You  were  told  that  labor  unions 
wrere  bad,  and  that  by  working  hard  and 
saving  your  pennies  that  one  day  you  would 
become  rich. 

You  left  school  at  an  early  age,  with 
but  an  excuse  for  an  education.  You  looked 
for  a  job,  and  perhaps  found  one,  displacing 
an  adult  while  doing  so.  You  are  cheap 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  Second  National  Convention  of  the 
‘Young  Communist  League  of  Canada  held 
in  Toronto  on  April  22nd,  1924,  marked  the 
first  real  assembly  of  revolutionists  deter¬ 
mined  to  discuss  and  decide  the  policies 
that  the  League  should  adopt  during  the 
coming  year. 

Until  that  time  the  League  had  been 
;  undergoing  a  crystallization  process  during 
j  ■  which  we  gathered  into  our  ranks  the  best 
elements  among  the  working  class  youth, 
those  that  understood  the  class  struggle  and 
who  realized  the  necessity  of  organization. 
The  Second  Convention  broadened  the  task 
of  the  League  by  creating  a  marked  ten¬ 
dency  towards  real  agitational  and  ©rganiza- 
;  tional  work  that  would  result  in  the  ap- 
;  proach  of  our  League  nearer  to  the  masses 
of  the  young  workers  of  Canada.  At  the 
present  time  we  are  practically  unknown 
to  the  mass  of  the  youth.  Our  task  during 
the  coming  year  will  be  to  thrust  all  our 
weight  into  the  struggles  and  fights  that 
arise  upon  the  part  of  the  working  class 
youth  against  oppression ;  to  in  actuality 
become  the  vanguard  of  the  youth  of  our 
class  and  lead  them  into  victorious  battle 
against  our  enemies. 

In  order  to  do  this  we  have  to  perfect 
j  our  structure.  The  Shop-Nuclei  Resolution 
adopted  at  the  convention  is  the  result  of 
a  long  and  energetic  effort  upon  the  part 
of  the  Young  Communist  International  to 
arrive  at  some  plan  whereby  our  organiza¬ 
tion  could  be  built  directly  upon  the  mass 
1  of  the  youth.  We  realize  that  in  Canada 
there  are  limitations  to  the  successful  work¬ 
ing  out  of  this  policy,  nevertheless,  because 
ij  we  have  already  seven  nuclei  in  existence, 
and  because  it  is  possible  to  successfully 
work  in  the  large  industrial  cities  in  this 
way,  we  feel  that  during  the  coming  year 


this  number  will  be  increased  and  that  our 
members  have  realized  the  full  significance 
of  what  a  “mass  organization"  really  means. 
We  want  more  members,  our  members  must 
be  active  fighters  and  agitators.  There  is. 
work  in  the  League  for  every  red-blooded 
young  militant;  there  is  no  time  for  delay. 
Discuss  the  resolutions  during  the  coming 
year  in  your  branches  and  nuclei ;  do  more 
than  that — find  out  how  you  can  apply  them 
to  the  conditions  you  find  yourself  placed  in. 

The  boss  class  is  leading  the  world  to 
destruction.  New  wars  menace  our  lives; 
unemployment,  low  wages,  famine  and  pov¬ 
erty  increase.  The  working  class  youth 
suffer  the  most — it  is  their  task  to  see  to 
it  that  the  suffering  is  ended.  The  Young 
Communist  League  will  grow  and  develop 
as  the  struggle  becomes  more  bitter.  In 
the  meantime  comrades,  let  us  all  put  our 
shoulders  to  the  wheel,  let  us  all  do  our 
share  in  putting  the  decisions  of  the  Second 
Convention  into  effect  so  that  at  the  next 
convention  we  shall  be  able  to  point  out 
great  increases  in  membership,  the  existence 
of  a  nuclei,  the  success  of  our  own  League 
paper,  and  the  recognition  of  the  League 
by  the  youth  of  our  class  as  a  fighting 
organization  of  young  workers.

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Draff  for  Program  of  the  Y.G.L. 


The  First  Convention  of  the  Young  Com¬ 
munist  League  of  Canada  adopted  as  its 
program  a  general  survey  of  social  and 
economic  conditions,  both  nationally  and  in¬ 
ternationally.  The  basic  principles  contained 
in  the  Program  still  hold  good,  but  it  is 
imperative  that  the  conditions  of  the  work¬ 
ing  class  youth  in  Canada  must  be  more 
specifically  explained  in  the  Program  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

It  is  recognized  that  a  program  is  the 
expression  of  the  class  interests  of  an  or¬ 
ganization,  and  must  express  the  viewpoint 
of  the  organization  upon  the  conditions  in 
which  it  finds  itself,  as  well  as  containing 
a  clear  cut  statement  of  the  broad  policies 
of  the  organization.  The  various  resolutions 
that  will  be  adopted  by  the  Second  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  League  will  express  in  detail 
the  particular  tasks  of  the  League  in  every 
field,  therefore  it  is  essential  that  the  Pro¬ 
gram  shall  be  brief  and  concise  in  order 
that  both  our  membership  and  the  young 
workers  outside  of  our  ranks  will  be  able  to 
understand  and  assimilate  it  with  ease. 

The  Program  of  the  Berlin  Conference  of 
the  Young  Communist  International  in  1919 
determined  the  policy  of  the  international 
movement.  Since  that  time,  the  program 
has  remained  the  same,  except  for  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  tentative  draft  at  the  Third  Con¬ 
gress  in  1922.  The  Fourth  Congress  of  the 
Young  Communist  international  that  will 
take  place  in  June  of  this  year  will  undoubt¬ 
edly  adopt  a  new  program  based  upon  the 
experiences  of  the  last  five  years. 

The  Second  Convention  of  the  Young 
Communist  League  of  Canada  feels  that  the 
program  of  the  League  for  the  coming  year 
shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  incoming 
National  Executive  Committee,  and  should 


be  determined  in  its  broad  aspects  by  the 
decisions  of  the  Fourth  World  Congress  of 
the  Young  Communist  International. 

The  following  points  should  be  enumer¬ 
ated  in  the  final  program  : 

1.  The  World  Situation. 

(a)  Development  of  the  Class  Struggle. 

(b)  Disintegration  of  Capitalism  and  the 
rise  of  Fascism. 

(c)  Past  and  future  wars. 

2.  Canadian  Economic  and  Political 
Situation. 

3.  Position  of  the  Canadian  Proletarian 
Youth. 

4.  World  Revolution. 

5.  Communist  and  Young  Communist  In¬ 
ternational. 

6.  Dictatorship  of  the  Proletariat  and  the 
Workers’  Republic. 


RESOLUTION  ON  THE 

RELATIONS  TO  THE 
COMMUNIST  PARTY  OF  CANADA 


The  Second  National  Convention  of  the 
Young  Communist  League  of  Canada  re¬ 
affirms  the  decision  regarding  its  relation 
to  the  Communist  Party  of  Canada  made  at 
the  last  convention. 

The  principle  of  organizational  independ¬ 
ence  and  political  subordination  remains  cor¬ 
rect,  and  is  calculated  to  work  in  the  best 
interests  of  both  organizations.-  The  Com¬ 
munist  Party  of  Canada,  with  its  communist 
program  and  revolutionary  purpose  is  the 
only  adult  organization  that  is  seeking  to 
destroy  capitalism,  and  to  lead  the  exploited 
workers  of  Canada  to  the  erection  of  their 
own  Workers’  Republic.  The  actions  of  the 
Party  during  the  past  year  has  proven  that 
its  policy  is  calculated  to  unite  the  workers 
of  Canada  upon  the  political  and  industrial 
fields  in  order  that  all  the  forces  of  the 
working  class  may  be  marshalled  for  the 
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conquest  of  immediate  demands,  and  the 
final  overthrow  of  the  dictatorship  of  the 
bourgeoisie. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  found 
that  the  greatest  care  possible  was  not  taken 
to  adhere  to  the  decision  that  mutual  repres¬ 
entation  shall  be  effected  between  the  two 
organizations  on  all  corresponding  commit¬ 
tees.  This  must  be  observed  with  more,  care 
during  the  coming  year  in  order  that  unity 
may  prevail. 

The  Party  branches  must  be  also  urged 
to  set  ki  motion  League  branches  whenever 
possible,  and  the  young  workers  thus  or¬ 
ganized  put  into  touch  with  the  National 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Young  Com¬ 
munist  League.

gle  against  capitalism  to  victory  over  cap¬ 
italism.

RESOLUTION  ON  THE  ECONOMIC 
STRUGGLE  OF  THE  WORKING 
CLASS  YOUTH  OF  CANADA 


The  First  National  Convention  of  the 
•  Young  Communist  League  did  not  take  up 
the  economic  struggle  to  any  large  extent. 
It  remains  the  task  of  the  second  convention 
to  do  so,  and  endeavour  to  lay  down  a 
working  policy  that  will  provide  the  League 
with  an  objective  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
League  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  econ¬ 
omic  struggle  of  the  working  class  youth 
under  capitalism  and  must,  in  its  endeavours 
to  become  a  mass  organization,  take  part 
in  all  possible  ways  in  the  economic  struggle 
of  the  working  youth  and  do  all  possible 
to  initiate  and  lead  the  fights.  Every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Y.C.L.  must  enter  into  this  work, 
and  we  must  do  everything  in  our  power 
to  get  the  League  to  take  part  in  the  actual 
struggle  for  better  conditions  for  the  mass 
of  the  young  workers  of  Canada. 

Capitalist  society  is  on  the  downward 
grade.  In  spite  of  the  boosted  myth  of 
“prosperity"  the  condition  of  the  working 
class  of  Canada  is  becoming  worse  as  the 
days  go  on.  The  standard  of  living  of  the 
workers  is  being  driven  down  by  the  on- 


slaughts  of  the  bourgeoisie,  and  indications 
show  that  attempts  by  the  employers  to 
crush  the  labor  movement  is  as  rabid  as  it 
ever  was.  The  struggles  of  the  Nova  Scotia 
miners  and  steelworkers  during  the  past 
year  is  a  proof  of  this  fact ;  the  crushing  of 
the  Longshoreman’s  strike  on  the  Pacific 
coast ;  and  the  myriad  struggles  of  the  work¬ 
ers  against  the  bosses  during  the  past  few 
years  have  increased  in  number  and  intensity. 

Unemployment  is  here  to  stay.  Thous¬ 
ands  of  men  throughout  the  country  are  the 
victims  of  the  scourge  of  capitalism,  many 
workers  are  emigrating  to  the  United  States 
in  an  effort  to  find  employment.  The  boss 
is  using  the  army  of  unemployed  to  force 
down  the  wages  of  the  working  class,  and 
not  content  with  that,  are  deluding  the  des¬ 
titute  workers  of  Great  Britian  and  shipping 
them  in  thousands  to  this  country  in  order 
to  secure  cheap  labor  and  to  revive  industry 
at  the  sole  expense  of  the  workers.  Relief 
of  the  unemployed  is  seldom  given,  and  the 
capitalist  class  through  the  medium  of  their 
admistrative  bodies  are  defeating  the  efforts 
of  the  unemployed  workers  to  secure  relief. 

The  Young  Workers. 

The  employment  of  youth  labor  has 
increased  during  the  past  years.  They 
are  used  to  fill  the  place  of  the  adult  work¬ 
ers,  doing  the  same  work  because  of  highly 
developed  machine  production,  but  receiving 
far  less  wages.  Many  factories  in  Ontario 
and  Quebec,  although  refusing  work  to  adult 
workers,  will  accept  youth  labor  at  miserably 
low  wages.  Every  lowering  of  the  standard 
of  living  of  the  adult  workers,  and  every 
serious  unemployment  crisis  affects  the 
youth  equally  as  well  as  the  adults.  Forced 
by  poverty  to  go  to  work  at  an  early  age, 
the  young  workers  are  the  most  exploited 
section  of  the  working  class.  Unskilled  in 
any  trade,  they  become  casual  laborers,  float¬ 
ing  about  the  country  unorganized,  a  poten- 


tial  arm}*  of  scabs,  and  at  the  mercy  of  their 
exploiters.  The  Minimum  Wage  Boards 
erected  by  the  Government  bodies  are  mere¬ 
ly  an  excuse  fotf*  shirking  any  responsibility 
for  rotten  conditions.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  force  the  payment  of  the  scale  of 
wages,  and  the  bosses  in  many  factories 
escape  the  payment  of  the  scales  by  the 
use  of  despicably  low  tricks.  Even  the  laws 
of  the  provinces  prevent  young  workers 
from  entering  employment  until  the  age  of 
fourteen  and  in  some  cases  sixteen,  these 
laws  are  evaded  whenever  the  needs  of  the 
employing  class  demand. 

The  Trade  Unions  of  the  Working 
Class  Youth. 

The  trade  unions  of  Canada  have  paid 
no  attention  to  the  organization  of  youth 
labor  have  rapidly  decreased  since  the  year 
1920,  over  125,000  members  being  lost  during 
that  time  owing  to  unemployment,  defeats 
of  their  strikes,  and  reactionary  leadership 
maintained  by  the  present  officialdom.  In¬ 
junctions  have  been  issued  by  the  capitalist, 
courts  and  the  state  forces  used  to  beat  the 
workers  into  subjection.  In  spite  of  this 
setback  the  Young  Communist  League  feels 
that  some  effort  should  be  made  upon  the 
part  of  the  trade  unions  to  organize  the 
youth  in  their  crafts  and  industries.  There 
will  then  be  erected  a  barrier  against  scab- 
bery  and  the  employment  of  youth  labor 
in  preference  to  adult  labor,  and  aiso  sal¬ 
vaging  the  youth  for  the  struggles  of  thc- 
future.  The  organization  of  the  youth  is 
a  policy  calculated  to  further  the  interests 
of  the  working  class  as  a  whole,  and  to 
render  them  more  capable  of  conducting 
effective  struggle  against  wage  cuts  and  op¬ 
pressive  measures. 

The  Young  Communist  League  of  Canada 
supports  the  policy  of  the  Trade  Union 
Educational  League  and  the  Communist 
Party  regarding  the  program  of  amalgama- 
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tion  and  industrial  unity,  and  pledges  itself 
to  actively  engage  in  the  fight  for  a  pro¬ 
gressive  and  militant  union  organization  in 
the  face  of  the  capitalist  offensive.  The 
members  of  the  Young  Communist  League 
must  take  an  active  part  in  the  industrial 
work  of  the  Party,  by  participating  in 
T.U.E.L.  committees,  joining  the  unions  and 


giving  expression  to  the  needs  of  the  young 
workers  of  Canada  within  these  bodies.  The 
struggle  and  position  of  the  youthful  slaves 
must  be  championed  by  the  members  of  the- 
League,  and  fight  for  our  economic  program 
introduced  into  the  industrial  labor  move¬ 
ment. 

The  militant  program  of  the  Young  Com¬ 
munist  League  expresses,  in  its  opinion,  the 
primary  needs  of  the  working  class  youth 
of  Canada.  It  is  a  maximum  program,  and 
does  not  take  into  consideration  the  ability 
of  capitalism  to  grant  the  demands.  In  the 
struggle  for  these  things,  a  struggle  pro¬ 
moted  by  physical  and  economic  necessity, 
the  young  workers  will  find  themselves  faced 
with  all  the  forces  of  capitalism,  and  will 
realize  the  necessity  of  the  total  destruction 
of  capitalist  society  in  order  that  they  may 
obtain  the  things  that  they  must  have  in 
order  to  live.  Only  the  complete  trans¬ 
formation  of  the  conditions  of  juvenile  labor 
and  its  socialist  re-organization  will  suffice 
to  grant  to  the  young  workers  the  conditions 
laid  down  in  the  economic  program  of  the 
League,  for  this  means  the  abolition  of  all 
wage  slavery  for  all  young  workers  up  to 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  of  age ;  the  care 
of  the  young  workers  by  the  state  until  they 
have  reached  this  age,  and  a  thorough  pro¬ 
cess  of  education  at  their  disposal. 

“Demands  of  the  League.” 

The  following  economic  program  will 
form  the  basis  of  the  economic  fight  of 
the  League : 

1.  Abolition  of  all  child  labor. 
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2.  Equal  wages  for  equal  w6rk  for  young 
and  adult  workers. 

3.  Minimum  wages  ranging  from  the  sub¬ 
sistence  minimum  upwards. 

4.  Establishment  of  six-hour  day  and  five 
day  week  for  all  youth  labor  with  full 
pay. 

5.  Abolition  of  all  overtime  and  night  work 
for  youth  labor  until  the  age  of  twenty. 

6.  Fully  paid  four  weeks  annual  vacation. 

7.  Abolition  of  piece-wwk  and  the  speed 
up  system. 

8.  Prohibition  of  young  workers  up  to 
twrenty  years  of  age  being  employed  in 
shops,  industries,  injurious  to  their 
health  (mines,  steel  industry,  chemical 
mills,  glass  factories,  etc.) 

9.  Unemployed  young  workers  to  be  paid 
regular  union  rates  of  wrages  for  the 
period  of  unemployment. 

“Employment  or  maintenance  at  union  !| 
rates  of  wages  for  all  unemployed  youth  I 
labor." 

10.  Shop  vocational  training  for  all  young  j 
workers  up  to  the  age  of  eighteen.  These 
departments  to  be  under  the  control  of  j 
labor  unions,  and  full  wrages  to  be  paid 
the  young  workers  at  union  rates  of 
wages. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  work,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  League  have  to  devote  all  their  I 
energy  to  introducing  these  measures  into 
the  ranks  of  the  labor  movement  for  the 
purpose  of  having  these  bodies  take  up  the 
struggle. 

Every  member  of  the  Y.C.L.  who  is  el-  j 
igible  must  join  a  labor  union! 

Every  member  of  the  Young  Communist 
League  an  agitator! 

At  all  times  we  must  explain  that  a  fill-  i 
filment  of  these  demands  rests  upon  the  abil-  j 
ity  of  the  organized  working  class  to  fight  ] 
for  them.  At  all  times  we  must  maintain  |  r 
the  necessity  of  a  militant  organization,  the  j  a 
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class  nature  of  society,  and  the  necessity  of 
the  workers  revolting  against  capitalist  dom¬ 
ination  and  setting  up  their  own  republic. 

The  struggle  of  the  young  and  adult 
workers  must  be  taken  up  by  the  adult.  The 
youth  must  be  organized  and  accepted  into 
the  unions  on  equal  terms  with  lower  en¬ 
trance  fees. 

Our  revolutionary  demands  will  only  be 
supported  by  the  young  workers  when  they 
realize  from  experience  that  we  are  prepared 
to  fight  with  them  against  capitalism  for 
their  immediate  needs,  and  in  their  im¬ 
mediate  struggle.  The  task  of  the  League 
will  be  to  continually  to  widen  the  scope 
of  their  demands,  broaden  their  struggles 
and  finally  lead  them  into  the  final  fight, 
open  and  militant,  against  the  very  structure 
itself. 

A  united  front  of  youth  and  adult  workers 
in  the  struggle  against  capitalism ! 


THESES  ON  THE  ORGANIZATION 
OF  SHOP  NUCLEI 


Besides  becoming  a  mass  organization  of 
the  young  workers,  we  must  endeavour  to 
become  a  militant  organization.  We  cannot 
shut  ourselves  away  in  between  the  walls 
of  territorial  branches,  away  from  the  actual 
life  of  the  youth  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
entertainments,  becoming  debating  clubs,  and 
degrading  ourselves  until  we  become  edu¬ 
cational  sects.  We  want  to  inhale  the  same 
air  as  the  masses  of  the  young  workers, 
to  suffer  with  them,  and  to  organize 
upon  the  real  place  of  labor,  in  the  mills, 
mines  and  factories.  We  realize  that  the 
situation  in  Canada,  contrary  to  that  pre¬ 
vailing  in  highly  industrialized  countries,  will 
not  permit  of  very  extensive  industrial  work. 
In  the  larger  cities,  however,  and  in  the 
mining  areas  of  Alberta  and  Nova  Scotia, 
as  well  as  in  the  smaller  industrial  towns  of 
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Quebec  and  Southern  Ontario,  this  work 
can  be  carried  on.  In  the  rural  districts, 
the  members  of  the  League  can  conduct 
their  work  upon  the  basis  of  the  Rural 
Youth  Thesis,  and  the  instructions  that  will 
be  issued  by  the  N.E.C. 

We  must  have  other  organizational  forms 
than  heretofore,  and  establish  our  basic  units 
in  the  industrial  centres  mentioned  above. 
This  is  one  of  the  basic  principles  of  the 
communist  movement,  and  this  is  the  basis 
that  we  must  strive  to  create  for  our  own 
League  as  far  as  possible.  Close  contact 
with  the  working  class  youth  at  the  point 
of  production  would  enable  the  League  to 
continually  point  out  to  the  young  workers 
the  conditions  under  which  they  labor,  and 
struggle  against  such  conditions  as  long 
hours,*  low  wages,  bad  sanitary  conditions, 
abusive  bosses,  etc.  Only  by  putting  forth 
specific  demands  against  these  conditions 
and  leading  the  young  workers  in  the  strug¬ 
gle  for  them  can  we  hope  to  gain  their  con¬ 
fidence  and  support,  and  finally  enlist  them 
into  our  ranks.  Our  propoganda  must  be 
concentrated  upon  the  working  youth  in  the 
cities,  which  does  not  of  course  mean  that 
we  should  leave  the  others  out  of  considera¬ 
tion.  The  conquest  of  large  industries  and 
their  socialization  is  a  primary  requisite  for 
the  social  revolution.  The  large  industries 
are  the  basis  of  a  communist  societv.  The 
propaganda  of  the  League  must  reach  the 
young  industrial  workers  of  Canada;  and 
in  order  to  do  that  we  must  have  an  or¬ 
ganizational  form  that  will  cause  us  to  know 
of  their  feelings,  and  enable  us  to  lead  them 
in  the  many  particular  struggles  that  they 
engage  in. 

Present  Form  of  Organization  of  the  League. 

The  present  unit  of  organization  is  the 
branch,  based  upon  territory  and  language. 
The  result  of  this  is  that  the  members  meet¬ 
ing  together  know  nothing  of  each  other, 
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of  one  another’s  work  or  grievances.  The 
conditions  of  capitalist  production  keep  them 
separated  during  working  hours,  and  the 
evening  hours  that  they  have  do  not  suffice 
to  make  them  acquainted  with  one  another, 
or  to  know  of  each  other  as  proletarians. 
The  general  habit  of  the  young  worker  is 
to  indulge  in  forgetfulness  during  the  brief 
hours  of  leisure.  The  branch  form  of  or¬ 
ganization  makes  it  impossible  for  the 
League  to  develop  as  a  mass  organization. 
It  bars  the  way  for  a  healthy  growth  along 
revolutionary  and  real  class  conscious  lines. 
Any  member  of  the  League  who  does  active 
work  of  an  agitational  nature  in  his  or  her 
shop  does  it  entirely  upon  individual  in-, 
itiative,  and  the  fact  is  never  mentioned  or 
discussed  at  meeting  of  the  branches.  The 
branch  does  not  form  any  industrial  contact 
with  even  its  members,  and  any  individual 
work  that  is  done  remains  hidden.  The 
members  themselves  do  not  become  or¬ 
ganized  or  educated  in  a  fit  manner  because 
nothing  is  wanted  of  them  at  the  present 
time,  and  they  usually  lose  interest  and  quit, 
or  develop  into  dilletante  dabblers  in  Com¬ 
munism  or  disinterested  young  people  seek¬ 
ing  for  social  recreation  and  diversion. 

How  the  League  Branches  in  Industrial  Ter¬ 
ritory  Must  Be  Organized  in 
the  Future. 

If  it  is  to  be  successful  in  its  work,  and 
grow  and  develop  along  lines  that  will  safe¬ 
guard  its  future  revolutionary  integrity,  the 
League  must  strive  towards  changing  its 
basis,  and  thereby  its  function.  The  in¬ 
dustrial  basis  must  be  formed,  and  the  unit 
of  the  base  is  the  Shop-Nucleous  or  Unit. 
In  localities  of  large  or  medium  sized  in¬ 
dustrial  districts  where  League  branches  do 
at  the  present  exist,  work  of  transformation 
must  begin.  Of  course  there  are  many  places 
at  present  where  even  League  branches  do 
not  exist,  due  to  many  things  beyond  our 
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control.  But  to  begin  to  build  even  now  in 
the  right  direction  will  warrant  our  future 
success.  Branches  shall  still  be  set  up 
wherever  possible  as  a  first  organizational 
step,  but  the  plan  of  Shop  Unit  organization 
must  always  be  kept  in  mind  as  an  immediate 
objective.  Nuclei  must  first  be  organized  in 
places  where  the  least  difficulty  prevails,  in 
unionized  industries  as  mining,  clothing  and 
railroad  shops.  The  number  of  young  work¬ 
ers  necessary  to  the  formation  of  a  nucleous 
is  generally  five,  in  some  cases  less.  In 
those  shops  wherein  our  present  members 
work,  they  must  carry  on  an  energetic  cam¬ 
paign  to  increase  the  membership  in  each 
factory,  reporting  to  the  branch  at  each 
meeting  the  progress  made,  and  then  proceed 
to  establish  a  nucleous  as  soon  as  the  number 
of  recruits  warrant. 


At  the  first  meeting  of  the  nucleous,  a 
secretary  should  be  elected.  As  soon  as  the 
nucleous  has  been  organized  it  must  get 
into  touch  with  the  individual  Party  members 
within  the  shop,  as  well  as  trade  union 
members  and  sympathizers.  Immediately 
upon  its  inception  the  nucleous  must  elabor¬ 
ate  a  plan  of  work  for  the  immediate  future. 
The  nucleous  must  begin  its  activity  by  con¬ 
centrating  upon  the  questions  that  are  of 
greatest  interest  to  the  young  workers  in 
the  shop. 

Work  and  Function  of  the  Nuclei. 

The  permanent  work  of  the  average  nu¬ 
cleous  consists  of : 

1.  The  economic  struggle  of  the  working 
class  youth.  The  nucleous  must  be  well 
informed  upon  wage  agreements,  pay¬ 
ment  of  wages,  working  hours,  strikes, 
holidays,  treatment  of  youth,  hygenic 
condition  of  factories  and  workers’ 
houses,  sick  benefit  and  all  school  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  the  apprentices.  Only 
with  this  knowledge  will  the  nucleous  be 
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able  to  discuss  all  questions  with  the 
young  workers  and  with  trade  union 
officials.  All  this  work  must  be  carried 
on  under  the  direction  of  the  Industrial 
Department  of  the  N.E.C.,  and  according 
with  the  Resolution  on  Economic  Strug¬ 
gle  and  the  Working  Youth. 

2.  Political  agitation,  individual  as  well  as 
meetings,  and  by  the  distribution  of  liter¬ 
ature. 

3.  Recruiting  of  new  members,  whose  ad¬ 
mission  must  be  endorsed  by  the  local 
branch  who  is  in  charge  of  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  members. 

4.  Educational  work  in  its  simplest  forms, 
as  for  instance :  Short  political  reports, 
discussions  of  the  problems  of  labor  and 
the  youth,  building  of  libraries,  distribu¬ 
tion  of  books,  arrangement  of  socials  of 
a  revolutionary  nature,  songs,  plays, 
hikes,  publication  of  a  branch  or  nucleous 
paper. 

5.  Description  of  the  life  of  the  young 
workers  in  the  various  factories  must  be 
sent  regularly  by  the  nuclei  to  the  League 
and  Party  press. 

6.  Nuclei  to  call  meetings  of  the  young 
workers  in  the  shops  in  order  to  discuss 
particular  struggles  and  grievances. 

7.  Collection  of  membership  dues,  a  definite 
percentage  of  which  will  have  to  be  hand¬ 
ed  to  branch,  who  will  have  charge  of 
all  financial  matters. 

8.  The  nucleous  must  meet  at  least  once 
a  week,  and  must  be  fixed  according  to 
the  circumstances  of  meeting.  It  can 
take  place  in  the  dinner  hour,  immediate¬ 
ly  after  working  hours  or  later  in  the 
evening.  The  meeting  can  be  held  in 
shop  premises  or  wherever  suitable.  The 
agenda  of  the  meeting  must  be  simple, 
and  must  contain  a  resume  of  all  the 
activity  both  past  and  future. 

9.  Members  of  the  League  who  still  attend 
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school  must  look  upon  themselves  as  be¬ 
ing  in  a  position  to  carry  on  work  in 
the  schools  as  outlined  in  the  resolution 
on  the  Junior  Section.  School  nuclei 
must  be  formed  in  the  same  manner  as 
shop-nuclei,  and  must  seek  to  gain  under 
its  influence  as  large  a  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  as  possible  by  organizing  resistance 
to  oppressive  measures. 

10.  Unemployed  members  who  are  not  el¬ 
igible  for  either  school  or  shop  nuclei 
must  be  active  in  their  unemployed  or¬ 
ganizations,  or  must  assist  the  Party  in 
its  endeavour  to  create  them.  They  should 
give  particular  attention  to  the  needs 
of  the  3routh  (see  Economic  Resolution). 
Unemployed  and  members  of  School  Nu¬ 
clei  shall  attend  meetings  of  shop  nuclei 
at  least  monthly. 

Guidance  and  Support  of  the  Work 
of  the  Nuclei. 

The  nuclei  cannot  carry  on  systematic 
work  without  the  careful  and  continuous 
supervision  of  the  branches.  *  This  must  be 
based  upon  the  exact  knowledge  of  the  local 
industrial  conditions.  The  leaders  of  the 
branches  must  inform  themselves  on  the 
work  of  the  nucleus  and  must  give  directions 
to  the  latter.  If  possible  all  nuclei  meetings 
must  be  attended  by  the  Branch  Executive 
Committee.  The  members  of  the  C.C.C. 
and  the  N.E.C.  must  on  certain  days  do 
work  in  the  shop  nuclei  in  their  districts. 
The  leading  bodies  of  the  League  and  all 
their  departments  must  continuously  be  in¬ 
formed  of  the  experiences  gained  in  nucleous 
work,  and  must  utilize  them  to  the  best  ad¬ 
vantage.  Comrades  especially  fitted  for 
teaching  must  conduct  the  educational  work 
of  the  nuclei.  Through  the  medium  of  the 
corresponding  party  and  trade  union  bodies 
the'  leading  bodies  of  the  League  must  enlist 
for  the  nuclei  the  help  and  support  of  the 
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Part}7-  and  of  the  unions,  and  their  members 
in  the  various  shops. 

Transformation  Process. 

The  gradual  transformation  of  the  eligible 
branches  will  be  a  long  protracted  process, 
during  which  we  shall  gain  much  experience. 
The  nuclei  should,  at  the  present  time,  be 
subordinate  to  the  existing  branches,  but  the 
closest  possible  connection  must  be  main¬ 
tained  with  the  branch  members  who  are 
not  in  nuclei  in  order  that  they  may  learn 
how  to  conduct  the  work.  The  nuclei  and 
branches  must  keep  regularly  in  touch  with 
the  N.E.C.,  and  inform  them  of  ever}^  ac¬ 
tivity  that  they  partake  in.  Special  corres¬ 
pondents  must  be  elected  to  send  regular 
contributions  into  the  press. 


RESOLUTION  ON  EDUCATION 


The  educational  work  of  the  Young  Com¬ 
munist  League  of  Canada  is  one  of  its  most 
important  functions,  and  is  based  upon  the 
principles  of  education  laid  down  by  the 
Young  Communist  International.  It  can  best 
be  expressed  in  a  phrase  used  by  that  body : 
“Education  through  active  participation 
in  the  class  struggle.”  Our  task  is  to  trans¬ 
late  that  idea  into  action  of  a  revolutionary 
nature.  Our  membership  must  obtain  the 
proper  theoretical  and  practical  training  that 
will  fit  them  for  their  work.  How  must 
this  be  done  ? 

Until  now,  due  to  the  traditions  of  pre¬ 
vious  revolutionary  parties,  our  educational 
work  has  been  marked  by  a  system  of  ab¬ 
stract  book-training  that  bore  no  relation  to 
the  actual  fights  of  the  workers.  The  strug¬ 
gle  is  continually  taking  place,  and  to  mere¬ 
ly  sit  in  dens  and  imbibe  the  principles  of 
Communism  through  text  books  is  insuf¬ 
ficient.  Through  a  practical  application  of 
our  program ;  and  a  participation  in  the 
struggles  of  the  working  class  youth,  by 
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perfecting  our  organization  to  meet  the 
demands  placed  upon  it,  by  the  struggle  of 
the  workers,  and  also  through  that  struggle 
to  learn  how  to  modify  or  change  our  tac¬ 
tics  ;  that  in  the  way  in  which  we  shall  gain 
the  real  training  necessary  for  our  success 
as  a  revolutionary  organization.  Following 
out  this  principle,  our  educational  work  must 
proceed  along  the  following  lines : 

1.  Educational  work  within  the  League. 

2.  Educational  work  among  the  masses. 

Within  the  organization  we  must  train  our 
membership  to  understand  the  theories  and 
principles  of  Communism,  and  acquaint  them 
with  the  organizational  matters  pertaining 
to  the  communist  movement.  Our  theoretical 
training  will  be  obtained  in  a  large  measure 
through  study  classes,  lectures,  discussion  of 
popular  and  current  events,  etc.  All  branches 
therefore,  must  form  study,  lecture  or  shop 
nuclei  classes.  What  method  will  have  to 
be  adopted,  whether  a  lecture  or  discussion 
group  will  be  determined  by  local  conditions. 
Wherever  League  comrades  are  not  available 
for  leading  the  groups,  Party  comrades 
should  undertake  this  task. 

In  order  to  acquaint  our  membership 
with  the  tasks  confronting  the  officials  of 
the  League,  functionary  classes  will  have  to 
be  formed  wherein  the  duties  of  the  'sec¬ 
retary,  chairman,  organizer  and  other  officers 
will  be  discussed  and  understood.  If  our 
organization  is  to  advance,  we  must  have 
an  efficient  set  of  officials  •  to  assure  the 
smooth  working  of  the  League.  The  N.E.C. 
must,  immediately  after  the  convention,  is¬ 
sue  special  instructions  as  to  how  this  is 
to  be  done,  and  partake  in  the  classes  them¬ 
selves  as  much  as  possible.  Educational 
work  among  the  masses  of  the  youth  is 
carried  on  differently.  Besides  training  our 
own  membership,  we  must  carry  on  agita¬ 
tional  and  mass  educational  work  among  the 
masses  of  the  working  class  youth.  The

average  young  workers  gives  no  heed  to 
revolutionary  doctrines,  in  fact  his  mind 
has  been  poisoned  against  them.  To  come 
direct  to  him  speaking  principles  which  he 
will  not  listen  to  is  to  defeat  our  aims.  Our 
propaganda  among  the  youth  must  deal  with 
the  elementary  principles  of  the  class  strug¬ 
gle.  We  must  not  speak  over  their  heads, 
but  must  recognize  the  effect  that  capitalist 
propaganda  has  had  upon  their  minds  and 
act  accordingly. 

Our  work  in  this  regard  takes  the  form 
of  leaflet  distribution  upon  any  particular 
struggle  facing  the  mass  of  the  youth ;  mass 
meetings  called  as  a  protest  against  mil¬ 
itarism  and  military  training,  celebration  of 
proletarian  holidays  (Liebknecht,  Inter- 
national  Youth,  Russian  Revolution  Anniver¬ 
sary,  etc.)  In  order  that  we  may  become 
known,  and  travel  along  the  road  to  a  mass 
League,  we  must  be  watchful  and  utilize 
each  struggle  as  a  basis  for  the  expounding 
of  the  revolutionary  principles  that  we  have 
adopted.  Where  nuclei  are  formed,  this 
work  can  be  carried  on  in  an  even  better 
manner.  The  members  of  the  nuclei  must 
be  a  living  body  that  will  waste  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  give  out  their  propoganda  among 
their  fellow-workers.  Discussion  and  meet¬ 
ings  called  as  a  protest  against  any  form  of 
oppression  in  the  shop  is  a  means  of  mass 
education. 

The  N.E.C.  will  have  to  prepare  the 
ground  for  both  the  League  and  mass  educa¬ 
tional  work;  in  the  first  instance  by  using 
syllabuses  and  giving  instructions  regarding 
functionary  classes,  and  in  the  second  by 
taking  a  lead  in  all  questions  that  affect  the 
working  class  youth  of  Canada,  and  instruct¬ 
ing  the  members  upon  any  particular  phase 
that  may  provide  a  basis  for  mass  education¬ 
al  work. 
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RESOLUTION  ON  SPORTS 


The  natural  desires  of  youth  express 
themselves  in  recreational  activity.  This 
quality  is  possessed  by  the  3roung  workers, 
as  well  as  by  the  youth  of  the  boss  class. 
The  bosses  are  aware  of  this  fact,  and  ex¬ 
ploit  the  desire  for  sport  in  order  to  gain 
control  of  the  minds  of  the  3’outh  through 
that  medium.  Many  bourgeois  organiza¬ 
tions  use  this  as  the  bait  in  recruiting  the 
3*oung,  and  then  proceed  to  instill  into  their 
minds  the  ethics  of  bourgeois  society. 

The  Young  Communist  League  recognizes 
this,  and  realizes  also  that  the  capitalist  class 
possess  the  means  whereby  they  can  suc¬ 
cessful1^  enslave  the  minds  of  the  3*outh  of 
our  class. 

The  fostering  of  class  harmony  and  pa¬ 
triotic  sentiment  is  one  of  the  chief  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  numerous  sport  organizations 
that  are  fostered  and  financed  by  the  bour¬ 
geoisie  and  their  lackeys.  The  Young  Com¬ 
munist  League  must  utilize  every  opportune 
of  winning  the  3Toung  workers  from  the 
boss,  and  recruiting  them  as  fighters  on  the 
class  struggle  through  man3r  different  me¬ 
diums.  The  field  of  sports  is  not  the  least 
of  these,  and  must  be  attended  to  by  our 
members.  Working  class  sports  organiza¬ 
tions  must  be  set  up,  based  upon  the  factor 
or  district  that  we  have  contact  with  and 
influence  in,  and  an  attempt  must  be  made 
to  have  their  organization  free  from  bour¬ 
geois  influence,  and  of  a  strictly  working 
class  character. 

Practical  Measures. 

There  are  in  existence,  at  the  present 
time,  athletic  clubs  and  gymnastic  groups 
onl>r  among  the  Finnish  members  of  the 
League.  These  must  be  enlarged  to  include 
every  member  of  our  organization.  The 
following  measures  are  to  the  basis  of  work : 
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1.  — (a)  The  N.E.C.  shall  appoint  a  Sports 

Director  whose  duties  it  will  be  to 
gather  information  on  existing  sports 
organizations,  both  of  a  bourgeois 
and  working  class  character.  This 
director  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  N.E.C.,.  and  shall  supervise 
the  sports  activities  of  the  branches. 

(b)  City  organizations  and  branches  of 
the  League  shall  appoint  Sports  Com¬ 
mittees  and  Sports  Directors.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  these  comrades  to 
gather  information  of  the  sports  or¬ 
ganization,  and  forward  it  to  the 
National  Director.  The  Sports  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  supervise  the  sports  work 
in  the  cities.  Branches  shall  also  do 
this  work,  and  those  in  the  country 
districts  especially  can  use  .this 
method  of  approach. 

2.  — (a)  Wherever  League  members  are  also 

members  of  existing  workers  sports 
organizations,  they  must  work  for 
the  unification  of  these  as  a  prepara¬ 
tion  for  a  unifying  on  a  National 
scale. 

(b)  Wherever  possible  the  League  mem¬ 
bers  shall  join  such  organizations  for 
that  purpose. 

(c)  Sports  clubs  or  teams  already  or¬ 
ganized,  or  those  that  the  League 
members  will  initiate  shall  endeavour 
to  unite  the  existing  workers  sports 
clubs  into  a  federation  of  sports  or¬ 
ganizations  and  join  the  same  as  an 
affiliated  body. 

f 

International  Sports  Organization. 

The  Red  Sports  International  was  or¬ 
ganized  to  serve  the  international  working 
class  interests,  and  to  weld  the  workers 
sports  organizations  into  a  consolidated 
body.  The  Young  Communist  League  of 
Canada  recognizes  this  fact  and  supports 
the  Red  Sports  International  as  far  as  it 
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possibly  can.  It  will  carry  out  all  its  work 
in  this  regard  in  the  spirit  of  the  Red 
Sports  International. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

SPEAKING  YOUTH  AND 

THE  TASK  OF  THE  YOUNG 

COMMUNIST  LEAGUE 


Many  of  the  young  workers  who  work  in 
Canadian  industry,  as  well  as  many  of  the 
farming  youth,  are  foreign  born.  This  part 
of  the  Canadian  working  class  are  exploited 
to  a  larger  extent  than  the  English  speaking 
workers.  Politically  they  are  oppressed  far 
more  than  the  English  speaking  element. 
To  reach  this  part  of  the  Canadian  working 
class — the  foreign  speaking  youth — is  the 
task  of  the  Young  Communist  League.  In 
order  to  prevent  these  3'oung  workers  from 
joining  the  petty  capitalist  and  reformist 
organizations,  the  League  must  make  special 
efforts  to  reach  them  with  its  message  and 
draw  them  into  the  revolutionary  movement. 

The  Y.C.L.  must  carry  on  a  campaign 
for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  all  foreign 
born  workers  in  conjunction  with  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party.  As  the  jrouth  speaking  the 
foreign  languages  are  even  more  oppressed 
than  the  adults,  the  Y.C.L.  cannot  neglect 
this  phase  of  its  w*ork.  Generally  speaking 
the  adults  do  not  write  or  speak  the  English 
language  and  very  often  make  no  effort  to 
learn  the  language.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
youth  are  able  to  adapt  themselves  to  the 
English  language  much  more  rapidly  and  are 
thus  placed  in  the  position  of  not  only  speak¬ 
ing  to  the  workers  in  their  original  lang¬ 
uage,  but  also  to  carry  on  agitation  in  the 
English  language. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  organized 
Communist  movement  to  acquaint  the 
speaking  workers  with  the  economic 
and  political  conditions  in  Canada,  to 
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draw  them  into  their  organizations, 
and  thus  form  a  unit  oi  all  revolution¬ 
ary  workers.  The  special  task  of  the  League 
is  to  acquaint  the  foreign  youth  with  Can¬ 
adian  conditions,  to  have  them  join  the 
League,  the  unions,  and  through  concerted 
efforts  to  carry  on  Communist  agitation 
among  the  foreign  speaking  young  workers. 

In  order  to  carry  out  this  work  success¬ 
fully,  the  Second  National  Convention  of  the 
Y.C.L.  of  C.  resolves,  as  follows : 

1.  To  supervise  the  work  among  the  foreign 
youth,  National  Propaganda  Committees 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  N.E.C.  when¬ 
ever  necessary.  The  Propaganda  Com¬ 
mittees  shall  be  responsible  to  the  N.E.C. , 
and  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of  the 
headquarters  of  the  League. 

2.  Every  bulletin  or  instructions  issued  by 
the  N.E.C.  shall  be  translated  and  sent 
to  the  foreign  speaking  branches.  (With 
the  gradual  advent  of  the  nuclei,  some 
of  these  tend  to  disappear.) 

3.  The  N.E.C.  shall  investigate  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  and  necessity  for  youth  papers 
in  any  particular  language.  No  compul¬ 
sory  assessments  shall  be  levied  upon  the 
foreign  speaking  branch  for  this  purpose 
without  the  approval  of  the  N.E.C.  In 
case  language  papers  are  published,  Ed¬ 
itors  and  Editorial  Committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  N.E.C.  They  shall 
work  under  the  supervision  of  the  N.P.C. 
but  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the 
N.E.C.  Recommendations  for  Editors 
and  Editorial  Committees  shall  be  made 
to  the  N.E.C.  by  the  N.P.C. 

4.  The  N.P.C’s  shall  be  instructed  to  make 
every  effort  to  obtain  space  in  the  Party 
language  press,  and  report  thereon  to 
the  N.E.C. 

5.  Literature  in  the  foreign  languages  shall 
be  issued  by  the  N.P.C’s  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  N.E.C. 
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6.  We  shall,  at  all  times,  point  out  to  the 
foreign  speaking  youth  the  necessity  of 
joining  the  English  speaking  units  as 
quickly  as  possible.  (This  applies  to  the 
transition  period  of  the  reorganization 
of  the  units  from  the  territorial  to  the 
shop  unit  basis.) 


RESOLUTION  ON  THE  RURAL  YOUTH 


The  unhappy  lot  of  the  industrial  workers 
of  Canada  finds  its  counterpart  in  that  of 
the  i^ural  workers.  In  fact  their  conditions 
are  worse  than  those  of  the  city  proletariat. 
Concentration  of  industry  makes  it  far  easier 
for  the  latter  to  organize  for  their  self 
defence,  while  the  farm  workers  are  scat¬ 
tered  over  a  larger  area,  and  work  in  com- 
paritively  small  groups. 

At  no  time  has  the  percentage  of  the 
organized  farm  workers  been  high.  Today, 
due  to  the  onslaught  of  the  great  financial 
interests,  and  the  betrayal  of  the  tenant 
farmers  by  their  representatives  in  the  legis¬ 
latures,  and  the  reactionary  leaders’  policy 
of  capitulation,  the  movement,  both  political¬ 
ly  and  organizationally,  has  shown  signs  of 
weakness  and  disintegration.  Long  hours, 
low  wages,  miserable  conditions  generally — 
these  go  to  make  up  the  lot  of  the  rural 
workers  of  today.  The  farmers  of  western 
Canada  are  at  the  mercy  of  the  Grain  trusts ; 
the  price  that  they  receive  for  their  grain 
is  gradually  decreasing,  while  the  prices 
they  have  to  pay  for  their  necessities  rapidly 
mounts.  Over  75%  of  the  small  farms  of 
western  Canada  are  mortgaged  to  the  hilt 
to  the  implement  companies.  Utter  destitu¬ 
tion  prevails,  and  the  myth  of  the  “Golden 
West”  is  only  true  insofar  as  the  speculators, 
and  grain  magnates  are  concerned. 

But  if  the  condition  of  the  adults  are 
rotten,  what  can  be  said  about  the  children 
and  youth?  The  poor  tenant  farmer,  in 
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order  to  eke  out  a  pittance,  raises  large 
families.  The  wives  and  children  have  to 
join  in  the  drudgery  of  the  farm,  becoming, 
so  to  speak,  the  slaves  of  slaves.  Wretched 
housing  conditions  are  universal,  Social  life 
is  non-existent  and  their  days  are  a  round 
of  monotonous  toil.  Even  the  ordinary  ed¬ 
ucational  facilities  that  are  found  in  the 
cities  (bad  as  they  are)  are  not  to  be  found 
in  the  rural  districts.  The  schools  are  poorly 
equipped  and  are  under  the  control  of  in¬ 
experienced  teachers.  The  poverty-stricken 
condition  of  the  farmers  is  rapidly  causing 
the  educational  system  to  become  worse. 
During  the  last  few  years  hundreds  of  rural 
schools  have  been  closed  because  of  the 
arrears  in  taxes,  to  say  nothing  of  the  in¬ 
creased  impossibility  of  higher  schooling  for 
the  children  of  the  farmers.  Nearest  to  us 
are  the  peasant  youth  of  the  vast  expanses 
in  this  country.  The  isolation  of  the  rural 
workers  from  the  town  workers  must  be 
done  away  with;  their  struggle  is  one  and 
the  same. 

The  Task  of  the  League. 

The  Young  Communist  League  of  Canada 
is  determined  to  carry  on  an  aggressive 
struggle  with  the  labor  movement  generally 
to  bring  about  an  understanding  of  the  need 
for  united  action  with  the  rural  workers ; 
for  determined  efforts  to  secure  the  full  and 
complete  organization  of  all  farm  workers, 
a  compact  fighting  organization  that  will 
battle  for  the  institution  of  the  eight  hour 
day,  abolition  of  child  labor  on  farms,  and 
proper  educational  facilities  for  rural  youth 
workers.  Direct  contact  must  be  made  with 
the  young  farm  workers  by  the  League,  the 
already  existing  rural  branches  and  the 
nearest  urban  branches  should  form  special 
“initiative  groups”  to  perform  the  organiza¬ 
tional  contact  between  the  two  sections. 
Special  literature  dealing  with  the  conditions 
of  the  farming  youth  must  be  prepared  by 
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the  N.E.C.  and  these  are  to  be  used  by  the 
Y.C.L.  on  all  rambles  and  excursions  into 
the  country  districts,  and  by  League  or¬ 
ganizers.  Special  meetings  must  be  arranged 
by  the  Leagues  dealing  with  the  national 
and  local  conditions  of  the  rural  youth  to 
which  young  workers  should  be  specially 
invited.  The  slogans  of  the  Y.C.L.  must  be : 

Abolition  of  child  exploitation  on  the 
farms. 

An  eight  hour  day. 

Every  farm  worker  an  organized  fighter. 

A  united  front  of  all  industrial  and  rural 
workers. 


RESOLUTION  UPON  THE  WORK 
ALONG  THE  CHILDREN  AND 
THE  FORMATION  OF  A  JUNIOR 

SECTION  OF  THE  LEAGUE 


The  breakdown  of  capitalism,  and  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  imperialist  wars  have  brought  col- 
lossal  misery  to  the  children  of  the  working 
class.  Half  starved,  poorly  clad  and  exploit¬ 
ed,  the  workers’  children  suffer  untold  mis¬ 
eries  under  the  capitalist  system.  Under¬ 
nourishment,  disease  and  dirt  is  their  lot, 
whilst  upon  the  other  hand,  the  children  of 
the  rich  are  well  fed  and  dressed. 

Whilst  the  evils  and  unsanitary  housing 
conditions  undermine  the  physique  of  the 
proletarian  children,  the  rich  children  play 
with  their  toys  in  airy  nurseries  under  the 
care  of  trained  attendants.  Indifferent  to 
this  starvation  and  demoralization,  capital¬ 
ism  mercilessly  exploits  the  workers'  child¬ 
ren,  for,  in  spite  of  bourgeois  legislation,  and 
child  welfare  organization,  no  real  steps  have 
been  taken  for  the  protection  of  child  labor, 
or  to  stop  the  mad  desire  of  the  capitalists 
to  increase  their  wealth  by  grinding  profits 
from  the  flesh  and  blood  of  the  young.  The 
exploitation  of  child  workers  still  increases 
in  spite  of  the  hypocritical  cries  of  “ben- 
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evolent  philanthropists”  who  themselves  are 
making  millions  of  dollars  from  the  toil  of 
the  children  and  their  parents.  According 
to  the  statement  of  the  Child  Welfare  Com¬ 
mission,  no  fewer  than  25,000  children  under 
the  age  of  fourteen  years  are  employed 
constantly  in  industry,  this  in  addition  to 
the  thousands  more  who  work  at  seasonable 
trades  at  various  times  during  the  year.  In 

addition  to  this,  many  children  follow  oc¬ 
cupations  out  of  school  hours,  earning  money 
to  support  the  meagre  earnings  of  their 
parents  by  selling  newspapers,  working  for 
stores  and  shopkeepers  and  doing  the  many 
tasks  that  modern  civilization  creates.  The 
contact  maintained  at  an  early  age  with 
vice  and  crime  make  the  statements  of  the 
bourgeois  regarding  the  increase  of  crime 
look  foolish.  The  streets  are  the  breeding 
places  of  criminals,  and  the  children  of  our 
class  are  those  who  are  caught  in  the  mesh 
of  crime. 

The  Schools. 

In  the  schools  the  ruling  class  strives  to 
poison  the  minds  of  our  children  by  teaching 
them  to  uphold  the  present  system,  to  re¬ 
spect  law  and  order,  and  to  oppose  the 
struggles  of  the  ruling  class.  Canada  being 
a  part  of  the  British  Empire,  the  schools 
are  used  to  glorify  imperialism,  many  thous¬ 
ands  of  lessons  being  devoted  to  extolling 
the  glories  of  the  British  tradition  of  in¬ 
famous  character.  The  schools  are  based 
upon  the  authority  of  the  teacher,  and  cor¬ 
poral  punishment  is  the  reward  of  the  child 
who  does  not  remain  subservient  to  this 
authority.  The  object  of  capitalist  education 
is  to  force  the  children  to  accept  ideas  which 
their  practical  experience  teaches  them  to 
reject.  Bourgeois  education  seeks  to  ex¬ 
press  the  initiative  and  solidarity  of  the 
children. 
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The  Scout  Movement  and  Bourgeois 
Youth  Organization. 

Xot  content  with  the  work  of  the  schools, 
the  capitalists  encourage  the  development  of 
a  new  form  of  imperialist  education,  namely,  • 
the  Boy  Scout  and  Girl  Guide  movements. 
Their  objective,  cleverly  hidden  as  it  .is,  is 
to  produce  future  fighters  for  imperialist 
wars  and  capitalist  armies.  By  the  means 
of  clever  romances,  the  scout  system  seeks 
to  suppress  the  proletrian  class-conscious¬ 
ness  of  the  children,  and  to  develop  an  im¬ 
perialist  and  nationalist  ideology  by  appeal¬ 
ing  to  their  imagination  and  emotions.  Every 
local  scout  organization  is  attached  in  some 
form  to  a  church,  and  the  mental  drugging 
of  the  children  by  religion  is  systematically 
carried  on. 

Our  Task. 

Thus  capitalist  society  is  being  character¬ 
ized  by  an  ever  widening  and  sharpening 
antagonism  between  the  working  class  and 
the  capitalist  class.  Capitalism  is  the  cause 
of  poverty  and  war,  and  brings  in  its  trail 
misery  and  privation  to  the  proletarian  child. 
Historically,  capitalism  must  give  way  to 
communism,  but  capitalism  will  not  auto¬ 
matically  crumple  away ;  it  must  be  over¬ 
thrown  by  the  conscious  efforts  of  the  work¬ 
ing  class.  Because  the  future  of  civilization 
depends  upon  the  success*  of  the  workers’ 
efforts  in  their  fight  against  capitalism,  it 
follows  that  not  only  must  the  young  and  old 
workers  of  both  sexes  be  enrolled  in  this 
struggle,  but  the  children  of  the  workers 
must  also  take  a  part  in  this  fight.  In  order 
to  fight  against  these  powerful  bourgeois 
influences,  and  for  the  realization  of  our 
final  aim,  it  is  necessary  to  bring  the  masses 
of  the  workers’  children  under  communist 
influence,  and  to  enrol  them  in  Communist 
Children’s  Sections.  These  are  not  isolated 
colonies  wherein  the  workers’  children  are 
taught  the  theories  of  Marxism,  but  or- 
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ganizations  where  they  learn  how  to  carry 
on  the  everyday  struggle  against  capitalism, 
and  become  fighters  in  the  class  struggle. 
The  members  of  the  Section  must  become 
the  leaders  of  the  children,  and  develop  their 
struggle  againt  child  misery. 

We  do  not  impose  ourselves  upon  the 
children,  we  seek  to  develop  their  sense  of 
solidarity,  to  develop  their  powers  of  in¬ 
itiative,  observance  and  class  feeling.  This 
cannot  be  done  within  the  four  walls  of  a 
hall  on  Sunday  afternoons,  and  section  lead¬ 
ers  who  concern  themselves  with  children 
only  when  they  are  in  the  meetings  commit 
a  fundamental  error.  This  work,  among  the 
children,  must  be  carried  into  everyday  ac¬ 
tivity,  whether  they  are  in  the  school,  play¬ 
ground  or  house.  In  this  way  we  will  develop 
the  understanding  of  the  children  because 
culture  will  come  through  a  participation  in 
the  class  struggle. 

Methods. 

It  will  be  the  task  of  the  group  leaders 
to  organize  the  activity  of  the  children  in 
the  groups  in  order  to  guide  them,  and  give 
their  work  form  and  content.  The  practical 
application  of  this  task  is  to  be  achieved  in 
the  following  ways  : 

1.  Continuation  of  the  former  methods — 
debates,  games,  lectures,  excursions,  efrc. 

2.  Organization  of  working  groups  with  an 
elected  leader. 

3.  Making  full  use  of  the  struggle  of  the 
child  in  the  schools  against  oppression, 
such  as  overcrowding,  bad  sanitation,  tyr- 
ranical  teachers,  etc.,  etc.  “The  school 
is  for  the  children  what  the  shop  is  for 
the  adult.  It  is  their  held  of  action, 
the  place  where  they  form  a  solid  front.” 

4.  Organization  for  the  active  support  of 
other  working  class  organizations  such 
as  collections  for  strikers,  for  famine 
victims,  support  of  the  League  and  Party, 


for  the  families  of  arrested  comrades, 
and  other  similar  matters. 

5.  Systematic  work  in  making  known  to 
the  child  the  status  of  our  class  and  its 
struggle.  Broadening  their  outlook  and 
conceptions.  (Making  known  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  factories,  banks,  barracks,  police 
stations,  churches,  prisons,  etc.)  Getting 
them  to  apply  the  results  of  their  ob¬ 
servations  to  matters  outside  of  the 
group. 

6.  Acquainting  the  child  with  the  jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  capitalist  states  with  regard  to 
child  welfare,  and  how  those  things  work 
out  in  reality.  (Protection  of  child  in 
schools  and  factories,  juvenile  courts, 
etc.) 

7.  Stimulation  of  childrens'  imagination  by 
accounts  and  explanations  of  the  class 
struggle.  Utilization  of  the  deeds  of 
Marx,  Lenin,  Red  Army,  Liebknecht. 
Organization  of  games  in  which  the 
children  act  the  episodes  connected  with 
these  names. 

8.  School  holidays  present  an  important 
opportunity  for  activity.  The  children 
can  be  brought  into  direct  touch  with 
nature  by  means  of  rambles  and  excur¬ 
sions  upon  these  days,  and  the  intro¬ 
ducing  to  them  the  details  of  man’s 
struggle  with  nature,  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  town  and  country,  studying  of 
animal  and  bird  life,  forms  of  labor,  etc. 

9.  The  methods  of  the  Boy  Scouts  should 
not  be  rejected — it  is  only  the  aim  that 
we  oppose.  The  training,  mentally  and 
physically,  of  the  children  can  be  based 
to  a  large  degree  upon  the  methods  of 
the  scouts. 

Immediate  Demands. 

It  is  necesary  that  the  whole  of  the  work¬ 
ing  class  should  join  in  the  struggle  of  the 

children  for  these  demands  when  necessary. 

School  strikes  are  nothing  new,  and  when- 
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ever  a  struggle  is  possible,  these  demands 
can  be  put  forward.  The  adult  workers 
must  also  take  up  the  struggle  for  these 
things  in  their  political  organizations,  with 
the  active  aid  and  knowledge  of  the  children 
themselves. 

1.  Free  meals  and  clothing  for  all  working 
class  school  children,  especially  those  of 
the  unemployed  workers. 

2.  Prohibition  of  labor  of  school  children. 
(Milk  boys,  errand  boys,  newspaper  boys, 
etc.) 

3.  School  buildings  to  be  modern,  well  ven¬ 
tilated  and  well  heated. 

4.  Large  classes  to  be  subdivided. 

5.  Free  medical  attention  and  proper  care 
for  ailing  children. 

6.  Provision  of  play  centres  in  order  to 
free  children  from  the  dangers  of  the 
street. 

7.  Abolition  of  corporal  punishment  of 
children  by  school  teachers. 

8.  Prohibition  of  nationalist  demonstrations 
and  singing  of  patriotic  songs.  The 
children  themselves,  especially  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Junior  Section,  to  do  this, 
and  lead  the  others.  Radical  songs  can 
be  sung  in  opposition. 

Pres*. 

The  National  Executive  Committee  should 
see  that  every  working  class  paper  has  been 
approached  in  order  to  start  sections  for 
the  children. 

Constitution  of  the  Junior  Section. 

The  work  of  the  Junior  Section  is  direct¬ 
ed  by  the  National  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Young  Communist  League  of  Canada. 
Control  must  be  vested  in  the  League  for 
the  following  reasons : 

(a)  They  are  better  able  to  adapt  them¬ 
selves  to  the  peculiar  psychology  of 
children.

(b)  The\\  betray  less  of  the  tendency  to 
“educate”  their  little  comrades  along 
unpolitical,  humanitarian  and  pedagoic 
lines. 

(e)  They  understand  best  how  to  conduct 
the  activities  of  the  Section  so  as  to 
make  these  sections  the  entrance  halls 
to  the  Young  Communist  League. 

1.  Membership  is  open  to  all  proletarian 
children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
fourteen  years,  other  children  being  ad¬ 
mitted  according  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Leader.  On  reaching  the  age  of  four¬ 
teen  years,  they  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  League. 

2.  The  section  is  under  the  guidance  of  a 
National  Junior  Director,  appointed  by 
the  National  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Y.C.L.  of  C. 

3.  The  local  management  shall  be  conduct¬ 
ed  by  Local  Management  Committees 
who  will  consist  of  Children’s  Section 
leaders.  Comrades  of  the  League  and 
Party  adapted  for  this  work  shall  con¬ 
stitute  the  leaders. 

4.  To  guard  the  interests  of  the  children 
and  to  fight  for  the  realization  of  their 
demands,  steps  should  be  taken  for  the 
establishment  of  Parents'  Councils  con¬ 
sisting  of  the  parents  of  the  children, 
members  of  the  Party  and  other  Labor 
organizations.  Reactionary  parents  who 
sometimes  oflfer  serious  resistance  to  the 
work  of  the  section  are  to  be  approached 
by  the  Parents’  Council  and  made  either 
neutral  or  sympathetic. 

5.  Party  members  working*  in  the  Commun¬ 
ist  Children  Section  shall  come  under 
the  direction  of  the  N.E.C.  of  the  Y.C.L. 

6.  In  order  to  finance  the  Junior  Section, 
the  following  measures  shall  be  enacted-: 
(a)  Dues  stamps  issued  by  the  N.E.C.  of 

the  Y.C.L.  shall  be  sold  to  the  Groups 
at  two  cents  each.  The  Groups  shall 
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determine  the  monthly  dues  of  its 
members. 

(b)  Special  Junior  Section  stamps  shall 
be  sold  to  Party,  and  League  mem¬ 
bers  and  sympathizers. 

(c)  Finance  shall  be  raised  through  con¬ 
certs,  plays,  outings,  etc. 

(d)  Special  efforts  to  get  funds  from 
the  Sections  of  the  Party  and  or¬ 
ganizations  of  drives. 

Useful  instruction  books  shall  be  imported 
or,  if  necessary,  composed  for  the  Junior 
Section. 


RESOLUTION  ON  MILITARISM 
AND  THE  YOUTH  OF  THE 
WORKING  CLASS 

Capitalism  has  entered  its  last  phase,  the 
period  known  as  Imperialism.  The  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  forces  of  wealth  production  has 
resulted  in  increasing  rivalry  among  the 
capitalist  nations  for  economic  supremacy 
and  in  continous  conflict  that,  at  the  present 
time,  expresses  itself  more  than  ever  in  war. 

The  acquisition  of  wealth  by  the  capitalist 
class  leaves  in  their  hands  a  large  mass  of 
products  (capital)  that  cannot  be  consumed 
by  them.  The  very  life  of  the  present 
economic  system  depends  upon  having  mar¬ 
kets  for  the  disposal  of  the  surplus  created 
by  the  toilers.  The  markets  of  the  world  are 
limited  in  number,  and  do  not  expand  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  surplus  products 
created  by  the  technical  and  industrial  de¬ 
velopment  of  capitalism.  The  colonial  mar¬ 
kets,  when  thoroughly  exploited,  become 
themselves  producers.  The  contradiction 
between  the  mode  of  production  and  the 
distribution  of  commodities  has  led  to 
periodic  crisis  in  the  economic  and  social 
life  of  all  capitalist  nations.  These  crisis 
have  served  as  safety  valves  for  the  capitalist 
system.  They  have  taken  the  form  of:  (1) 
Stoppage  of  Industry ;  (2)  war. 
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The  cycle  of  years  intervening  between 
each  panic  has  been  steadily  narrowing  in 
proportion  to  the  development  of  capitalism. 
These  crises  have  become  greater  in  scope 
and  intensity  with  each  re-appearance.  In 
the  past  it  was  only  by  allowing  millions  to 
starve  because  of  the  stoppage  of  industry 
due  to  the  overproduction  that  a  temporary 
alleviation  was  effected.  The  panic  of  1913- 
1914  was  diverted  only  by  the  outbreak  of 
the  war.  The  war  with  its  seven  years  of 
murder  not  only  used  up  the  surplus  products 
that  had  been  created,  but  also  destroyed  the 
economic  life  of  the  nations  involved.  The 
entire  credit  system  lost  its  balance,  and 
ffcitious  capital  increased  in  proportion  as 
productive  capital  kept  diminishing.  The 
only  outlet  for  the  accumulated  surplus  has 
been  war.  Capitalism  thrives  on  waste,  and 
over  the  bodies  of  the  millions  of  slaughtered 
and  maimed  workers  who  have  fought  the 
battles  of  the  master  class,  have  been  built 
up  the  fabulous  fortunes  and  the  powrer  of 
the  bourgeoisie. 

The  industrial  and  financial  magnates 
found  their  surplus  growing  so  rapidly  that 
they  had  to  expand  into  new  and  undevelop¬ 
ed  backward  countries  of  Asia,  Africa  and 
South  America.  The  native  population  has 
been  oppressed  and  terrorized  into  submis¬ 
sion  to  the  dictates  of  European  and  Amer¬ 
ican  capital.  These  countries  have  become 
mere  colonies  possessing  not  the  slightest 
vestige  of  freedom,  and  the  exploitation  of 
the  colonial  peoples  knows  no  equal.  This 
is  the  latest  phase  of  capitalist  development, 
Imperialism.  Finance  capital  is  the  control¬ 
ling  factor  in  capitalism  today  and  plays  the 
leading  part  in  Imperialisrv  British  Im¬ 
perialism  has  subjected  to  its  rule  millions 
of  the  peoples  of  the  east,  and  has  exploited 
them  mercilessly.  The  British  Empire  rests 
upon  millions  of  slaves;  any  attempt  at 
overthrowing  British  rule  meets  with  the 
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most  terrific  suppression.  In  India  and  Egypt 
wholesale  arrests,  massacres  and  whippings, 
today  countenanced  by  the  British  Labor 
Government,  have  been  the  methods  used 
by  the  British  Imperialists  to  maintain  rule. 

As  long  as  capitalism  lasts,  war  will  be 
inevitable.  Twelve  millions  of  men  are  un¬ 
der  arms  today  in  contrast  to  six  millions 
in  1914.  The  militaristic  organizations  of 
the  Boss  are  training  the  working  class 
youth  of  every  country  in  preparation  for 
the  next  slaughter.  The  Boy  Scouts,  Cadets 
and  like  organizations,  working  under  the 
camouflage  of  “better  citizenship”  are  doing 
this  work  well,  with  the  financial  assistance 
of  the  bourgeoisie.  In  capitalist  wars  the 
working  class  youth  are  the  chief  sufferers. 
They  are  the  ones  who  are  torn  to  pieces 
on  the  field  of  battle,  and  then  flung  back, 
*  maimed  and  mangled  to  endure  the  torture 
of  unemployment,  starvation  and  privation. 

The  Young  Communist  League  of  Canada 
adopts  as  its  slogan  “down  with  all  capitalist 
wars.”  The  proletarian  youth  have  nothing 
in  common  with  the  interests  of  capitalism, 
either  in  peace  time  or  war.  War  can  only 
be  prevented  by  the  united  action  of  the 
workers  against  capitalism.  The  army  is 
the  weapon  of  the  bourgeois  state,  and  mil¬ 
itarism  and  forces  are  indispensable  to  the 
continued  life  of  bourgeois  society.  Our 
struggle  against  capitalism  and  capitalist 
wars  is  not  a  pacifist  one,  we  are  not 
pacifists ;  it  is  a  struggle  by  an  unarmed  op¬ 
pressed  class  against  its  armed  oppressors. 

Immediate  action  must  be  directed  by 
the  League  against  the  crucifixion  of  the 
youth  of  our  class.  Our  anti-militarist  ac¬ 
tivities  must  proceed  along  the  following 
lines :  , 

1.  Opposition  to  further  armaments  and  an 

effort  to  arouse  the  working  class  youth 

to  a  struggle  against  armaments. 
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2.  Agitation  and  propaganda  .among  the 
working  class  youth  to  refrain  them 
from  joining  such  youthful  militaristic 
organizations  as  the  Boy  Scouts,  Cadets, 
etc.  This  is  to  be  done  by  distribution 

•  of  leaflets  among  the  youth,  meetings 
and  propaganda  work  in  the  press. 

3.  Work  among  the  children  to  show  them 
the  true  nature  of  .  these  organizations, 
and  to  prevent  their  joining  them.  The 
aid  of  the  parents  is  also  to  be  enlisted 
in  this  work.  (See  resolution  on  Junior 
Section  work.) 

4.  To  enlist  the  aid  and  to  support  the 

*  struggle  of  all  Labor  organizations 
against  the  interference  of  the  military 
in  industrial  disputes. 

5.  Publicity  to  be  given  to  the  conditions 
of  the  soldiers  themselves  where  such 
warrant,  and  to  any  dis-satisfaction  that 
may  be.  shown  by  them. 

6.  The  League  and  the  Communist  Party  of 
Canada  to  work  in  close  co-operation  in 
all  anti-militaristic  work. 

7.  The  League  shall  participate  in  anti-war 
demonstrations,  with  other  working  class 
organizations.  On  these  occasions,  the 
League  must  not  sink  its  identity  as  a 
Communist  organization,  nor  relinquish 
its  revolutionary  position  in  any  degree. 

Constitution  Amendments 

Article  2,  Section  5,  Clause  3. — To  read 
“the  branch  shall  pay  the  N.E.C.  for  any 
initiation  fees  that  are  granted  to  unem¬ 
ployed  applicants.” 

Article  5,  Section  5. — “Language  Prop¬ 
aganda  Committees  are  to  be  appointed  by 
the  N.E.C.  whenever  it  is  deemed  necessary, 
in  order  to  supervise  the  work  among  the 
foreign-speaking  youth.  The  Language  Prop¬ 
aganda  Committees  shall  be  directly  re¬ 
sponsible  to  the  National  Executive 
Committee.”

You  will  never  be  happy 
until  he  is  overthrown  and  the  workers  con¬ 
trol  the  world.  But  the  boss  is  powerful ; 
he  is  organized.  We  must  also  become 
organized.  That  is  the  reason  why  the 
Young  Communist  League  exists.  It  is  com¬ 
posed  of  young  workers  who  realize  the 
need  for  a  revolution.  It  is  your  organiza¬ 
tion  ;  the  members  are  members  of  your 
class.
